W a s h in g t o n , Jnne29th.—Representative 
M cKenna yesterday moved th at figs be 
stricken from the free list in the M ills bill. 
T he clause affecting figs was reached in the 
m orning, w hen the bill was taken up. Mc­ 
K enna m ane a speech in favor of reiaining 
the tariff on foreign tigs, show ing th a t fig- 
grow ing was an industry which was being 
rapidly developed in California, and which 
was greatly benefited by the tariff now on 
foreign figs. 
A vote was taken on striking 
out the c ause putting tigs on th e free list, 
which resulted in fifty-stven in favor of 
strik in g off the free list, and fifty-eight for 
retaining figs on the free list. 
Mr. Riggs of California voted in favor of 
keeping figs on the free list. 
H ad he voted 
in tavor ot keeping figs on th e dutiable 
list, Mr. M cK enna's m otion w ould have 
been carried. 
Mr. Biggs, however, refused 
to vote to m aintain the tariff on figs, and 
pu t him self on record in favor of free for­ 
eign figs. T he California Dem ocrats in the 
H ouse are com pletely under the pow er of 
the Southern wing oí their party. Jf either 
or both of them had m ade a determ ined 
fight for the California industiies, especi­ 
ally the fruit industries, tnere is not any 
doubt at all th a t they' would have suc­ 
ceeded in preserving th e present tariff on 
:t)i California fruit products ; but they are 
free-traders in principle, and abandoned 
California interests early in the fight. 
Mr. Riggs’ vote to-day illustrates how 
strongly be is tn favor of free foreign fruits, 
tree raisins, oranges, olive oil and the whole 
line of California fruit products. 
H is vote 
w ould have saved tigs, but it is alm ost cer­ 
tain th at be and Thom pson m ight have 
saved all California fruit articles from being 
placed on the free list, or from being re­ 
duced in th e M ills bill, if they had m ade a 
strenuous effort to do so.

W a s h in g t o n , Jn n e 29th.—Senator Stew ­ 
art introduced in the Senate to-day a pe­ 
tition irom California raisin-grow ers pio- 
teeting against the reduction of the tariff 
on raisins. 
T he Senate then resum ed consideration 
of the arm y appropriation bill, th e pend­ 
ing question being H aw ley's am endm ent 
offered yesterday. 
G orm an said he did not believe the 
term s 
of the 
am endm ent 
sufficiently 
guarded to protect the interests of the 
country. 
In beginning such a creat enter­ 
prise as proposed, to place the whole $6,­ 
900,000 iu the hands of the O rdnance 
Bureau, generally regarded as vicious, was 
bad, and sure to result in disaster. 
H aw ley said the am endm ent m erely pro­ 
posed to do fur the arm y exactly w hat nad 
been done for the navy. 
T he proposition 
of the Senator from M aryland, if h e under- 
derstood it, was th at " private concerns 
should 
be 
invited to m ake 
a 
per­ 
fected gun. 
But he (H aw ley) asserted that 
no large steel m anufacturer in th e country 
w ould undertake on any term s th e G overn­ 
m ent would listen to or the people sanc­ 
tion to build a twelve or 16-inch gun in its 
own shop, purely for experim ent. W ould 
the Senator him self, if he had tw o or three 
m illions invested in a steel-works, spend 
another m illion in putting a p lan t in order 
to turn out a single perfected gun, which 
m ight be rejected w hen m ade ? 
A fter the 
harrassing experiences of old Jo h n Roach, 
a m an w ho had done honor to thecountrv, 
not one m anufacturer 
w ould sueml 
á 
m illion dollars in m aking a gun. 
H e de­ 
fended th e ordnance officers of the arm y 
and navy, to w hom he knew th e grossest 
injustice had been done. 
B utler said if the Senator from M ary­ 
land had been a m em ber of the C om m ittee 
on M ilitary Affairs or the C om m ittee on 
Naval Affairs, he would soon have come to 
the conclusion th at those ordnauce officers 
were subject to a very trying ordeal. 
Not 
three days since a gentlem an [alluding to 
B erdan] had appeared before the C om m it­ 
tee on Naval Affairs with a devise—which 
he supposed to be absolutely perfect—for 
the rem oval c f nets against torpedoes ; and 
yet, w hen he was subjected to an exam ina­ 
tion as to its practicability, he had to ad­ 
m it it had not been tested, but he Haunted 
into th e face of the com m ittee th e threat 
that unless it recom m ended the apnropria- 
tion he asked he would take a steam er for 
Europe in A ugust and would have the de­ 
vise adopted there. 
T hat was an illustra­ 
tion of w hat ordnance officers bad to en­ 
counter alm ost daily. 
A fter further debate the discussion was 
suspended to let other business be tran s­ 
acted. 
A llison reported back th e joiDt resolu­ 
tion extending the appropriation for the 
present fiscal year for thiriy days from 
Ju n e 30th in the departm ents for w hich the 
appropriation bills for the n ext year shall 
not have become law s, aud after a long dis­ 
cussion the resolution was passed w ithout 
division. 
T he Senate then resum ed consideration 
of th e arm y appropriation bill, th e ques­ 
tion being again on H aw ley's am endm ent. 
H aw ley stated, in reply to a question 
previously asked, th at with an appropria­ 
tion of five m illion dollars 270 guns would 
be constructed, but th at it would take five 
or six years to expend the five m illions. If 
the A m erican people were driven to war, 
and were hum iliated, then the m en who 
argued against the policy of providing guns 
would hide them selves, and w ould call 
upon tiie m ountains to tall upon them . 
T he E nglish them selves were surprised at 
th e carelessness of the U nited States in re­ 
gard to w ar preparations, and asked was 
there ever such a happy-go-luckv reliance 
on luck since th e world began. T his coun­ 
try, w ith its sixty m illions of people, was a 
m onstrous m ass of potential power, but 
against m odern steel guns it was no m ore 
effective than a dead whale. 
Stew art spoke of the U nited States as 
being " a good fat goose to be plucked by 
anybody,” and spoke of th e alarm felt a"t 
San Francisco a couple of years ago when 
trouble with Chile was apprehended. 
H e was rem inded by P lum b th at Eng­ 
land had paid fifteen m illions u n d er the 
A labam a aw ard, and he replied th a t that 
was because the U nited States had then a 
great navy, and because all the w orld was 
then in aw e of it. 
B ut the tim es had 
changed, and such a treaty as a A labam a 
treaty would not be m ade now. 
Cockrell 
spoke 
sarcastically 
on 
the 
frenzy exhibited, as he said, by th e Sena­ 
tors from Connecticut and Nevada. 
H e 
could alm ost im agine the B ritish red coats 
com ing dow n from the skies, landing on 
A m erican soil, driving back th e tim id 
Y ankees and 
levying contributions on 
A m erican cities. 
“ They burned this Capitol,' H aw ley sug­ 
gested. 
' ‘ Yes, they burned this Capitol once,” 
said Crockrell, " and they regret it to this 
d ay ." 
“ So do we,” was H aw ley's rejoinder. 
“ No, sir,” said Cockrell; “ we not regret 
it. 
I do n ot regret it, and the A m erican 
people do not regret it.” 
In the course of 
his further argum ent Cockrell was asked 
by Stew art w hether h e approved of Ger­ 
m any taking the Sam oan Islands. 
“ T hat has nothing to do.” was th e reply, 
“ w ith th e 
fortifications of 
the U nited 
States.” 
“ B u td o you approve of it? ” persisted 
Stew art. 
“I am n ot discussing the question,” said 
Cockrell. 
"W h at have the Sam oan Islands 
to d o w ith th e teiritorial integrity of the 
U nited States? N othing m ore th an a C hina­ 
m an has to do w ith it.” 
[L aughter ] 
"A nsw er m y question,” said Stew art. 
“ I t is none of your business w hether I 
do o r n o t!” was the m ore forcible than 
polite response. 
“It is not the question in 
issue.” 
Cockrell continued, am id repeated in te r­ 
ruptions and groanings from Stew art. 
H e 
said th e A m erican people feared nobody ; 
th a t they w orshiped at the sh rin e of an 
everlasting A frnigbty Jehovah, and not at 
.hat o f any single pow er np th e earth, nor 


0Í all com bined ; th a t it bid them defiance, 
and th at the talk about th e necessity for 
fortifications was not only w om anly, out 
childish. 
T he Senator from Nevada need 
have no fear. 
H e would never see a foreign 
pow er levying contributions on San F ra n ­ 
cisco, New York, Charleston, Mobile, Gal­ 
veston, nor any other city in th e U nited 
States. 
Mr. Stew art fired the parting shot. 
“ If 
boasting,” he said, w ith direct reference to 
Cockrell, “ could scare G reat B ritain, there 
would not be any necessity for the U nited 
States having either arm y or navy.” 
W ithout having com e to a v J ‘e on the 
hill, or the am endm ent, the Senate ad­ 
journed u n til to-m orrow . 
T he H ouse. 
W ashington, Ju n e 29th.— After a lengthy 
discussion of the District of Columbia ap­ 
propriation bill, th e conference report on 
th e tariff" bill was taken up. 
H odge m oved to strike from the free list 
reeds m anufactured but not m ade up into 
finished m ie les, and said Chinese would 
be substituted for A m erican labor in reed 
m anufactures if the proposition of tho 
D em ocrats were carried out and the article 
placed on the free list. 
B reekenridge of A rkansas objected and 
the am endm ent was lost by a vote of 72 to 
OS. 
“ Paintings in water-color or oil and 
statuary” were stricken from the free list. 
Lodge of M assachusetts m oved to strike 
out all after the word “rattan ” in the bill. 
H e said if this were placed on the free list 
it would result in killing the industry. 
Lehlback os New Jersey moved to strike 
from the free list stones, unm anufactured 
or undressed, freestone, granite, sandstone 
i end all building or m onum ental stone. 
Rejected. 
B aker of New Y ork m oved to add pboto- 
gr ip' .' p rin t paper, not albtim enized or 
sens tized, to the free list. 
Lost. 
B uchanan o f New Jersey offered an 
am eudii.tni providing th at w henever any of 
the articles nam ed in the free list are im ­ 
ported in vessels of foreign registry' thov 
shall pay the duties im posed by th e A ct of 
1883. 
Lost. 
Russell of M assachusetts m oved to place 
prim uliue on th e free list. 
H e said it was 
a dye used in the m anufacture o f cotton 
goods, and th at it was not produced tn this 
country. 
Agreed to. 
T his completed the consideration o f the 
free-list section, and the Clerk proceeded to 
read the dutiable portion of the bill. 
T he clause providing that the change iu 
rate of duties shall take effect on the 1st of 
July’ n ext was passed over. 
Dingley of M aine moved to levy a duty 
of 15 cents on lime. 
Lost. 
A dam s of Illinois m oved to strike out 
the clanse fixing the rate of duty on re­ 
fined glycerine at three cents a pound. 
T his lead to a long discussion, in w hich 
Reed of M aine and W ilson o f W est V ir­ 
ginia were the principal speakers. 
Reed 
criticised the m ajority of the W ays and 
Means C om m ittee for' attem pting to m is­ 
lead the country by statem ents m ade as to 
the effect th e bill w ould have upon the 
revenues. 
A dam s' am endm ents were finally re­ 
jected, and the com m ittee rose. 
The H ouse concutred iu the .Senate 
am endm ent to the joint resolution extend­ 
ing the appropriations for thirty days, and 
then took a recess until 8 p. m .

A “ H a u n te d H o u s e ” iu A u g u sta , M a in e. 
A special to the N ew Y ork World. re­ 
ports th e sensation of a “ haunted house” 
in A ugusta, Me. 
I t was occupied for sev­ 
eral years by C harles O. Stone and w ife; 
th e form er died th irteen m onths since, 
soon after which event Mrs. Stone seemed 
to lose all v ita lity and strength, and her 
m ind became so m uch deranged th a t she 
was placed in th e hospital for th e insane.

( >thers followed at intervals, and he 
heard them in different portions of th e 
house nearly all night, so th a t he was tin- 
able to sleep m uch. 
V ery naturally he 
was somewhat frightened, as was his wife, 
who was also aw akened bv the rapping. 
T he disturbance was repeated about every 
two weeks. 
Once M r. M errill thought 
some one was knocking for adm ittance at 
the door, hut on opening it suddenly no 
one was there. 
A gain, in th e night, when 
th e rappings were most frequent, he took 
a lan tern and made a careful exam ination 
of th e premises about th e house. 
A light 
snow had fallen, but not a vestige of a 
hum an footprint could be discovered. 
On another night he awoke from a deep 
sleep and beheld standing by th e window 
th e sp irit form of a m an. 
As lie raised 
him self to have a better view it vanished. 
From descriptions given him of Mr. Stone, 
Mr. M errill feels assured th a t it was him . 
I pon M r. M errill vacating th e prem i­ 
ses they were occupied by J . F . F rain, an 
intelligent young m an, pressm an at K. C. 
A llen’s publishing house. A few days after 
taking possession the children were fright­ 
ened by hearing voices, and in a week rap­ 
pings on th e footboard of th e lied com­ 
menced, and a shuffling was heard bv the 
m an and his wife in th e room below, as if 
a m erry party were w hirling in a giddy 
dance. 
T he husband endeavored to quiet 
his wife, who is a very nervous woman, by 
telling her th at tlie noises were caused bv 
the tram ping of horses in an adjoining sta­ 
ble. 
These sounds continued w ith varia­ 
tion n ig h t after night. 
A clinking as if 
an anvil were struck w ith a ham m er was 
occasionally heard front the cham bers, ap­ 
parently on the first lioor.

The m anufacturers say th at on account of 
th e uncertainty of the tariff they don't w ant 
to accum ulate any stock now . 
A t any 
rate, the w orkm en say they w ould prefer 
not to w ork during the hot weather. 
One 
firm (th e T aughton & Junction Steel Com ­ 
pany, at M ingo, O.) sinned the scale this 
afternoon. 


A LONG AND BITTER STRUGGLE STARTED. 
In an interview to-night M. F. Vernor, of 
the Pittsburg Forge and Iron Company, 
said the statem ent th a t the m ills were clos­ 
ing for repairs is untrue. 
They are closing 
because tho m anufacturers w ill not pay the 
present wages. 
T he w orkm en are deter­ 
m ined to stand out for the scale, and from 
present indications the struggle will be 
long and bitter. 
In this 28,500 m en will be 
throw n o ut of em ploym ent by the strike, 
and in th e W est it is estim ated that not 
less th an 75 OuO workm en will be affected. 
A li th e m ills in the W est, except a few 
operated by non-U nion m en, w 'll close 
dow n to-m orrow .

N ew Y ork, Ju n e 29th.—T he M etropoli­ 
tan O pera H ouse was crowded from the 
outerm ost edge of th e topm ost gallery to 
the farthest extrem ity of the stage with 
R epublicans w ho had gathered to ratify the 
nom ination of H arrison and M orton. H u n ­ 
dreds w ho tried to gain adm ission were u n ­ 
able to do so. 
T he presiding officer was 
Kdward S. Bartlett. 
In opening the m eet­ 
ing he spoke in w arm praise of the Re­ 
publican platform and of the candidates. 
H e said the issue before the people was 
th at of protection to A m erican industry, 
and on th at issue the R epublicans were 
sure to w in. 
A CLEAR CUT ISSUE. 
T he first speaker of the evening was 
Congressm an H orr, of M ichigan. 
H e was 
received w ith applause, and the applause 
was increased when he sa id : “ I cam e to 
you from the far W est sim ply for the p u r­ 
pose of saying to you people of the Hast 
th at we intend to join hands with you in 
redeem ing the U nited State- of A m erica.”

Colonel R obert G. Ingersoll was then in ­ 
troduced and was w arm ly greeted. 
H e 
said : 
“ W hen a Presidential candidate is 
put up m ost people alw ays claim that they 
were witii him from th e start. 
Generally 
they claim th at they discovered him . They 
are anxious to be w ith the procession. 
I 
will be frank with you, and say I was not 
w orking for the successful ticket in this 
instance, but there is som ething in A m eri­ 
can blood w hich bows to the will of the 
m ajority, so that w hen the Convention was 
through all were for the ticket, heart and 
soul.” 
Colonel 
Ingersoll then 
reviewed the 
w otk of the Convention and platform . Re­ 
ferring to the protection plank, he said : "1 
wili tell you why 1 am in favor of it.

ought alw ays to be sold im m ediately, and 
this can be best done by auctions. 
M ont­ 
gom ery A- Co. are the Chicago auctioneers. 


LABOR SAVING. 
T he subject appointed for the day, “ L a­ 
bor and Labor-saving Devices,” was taken 
up. Mr. H atch explained that he em ployed 
m ostly Chinese, paying $1 a day. 
T he 
m en w ork usually from sunrise to su n ­ 
down. 
The producers about Suisttn have 
found it im possible to get enough w hite 
help. 
Mr. H atch has offered wages, cut­ 
ting fruit by the 100 pounds, so th at a 
young m an could m ake $2 to $2 25 a day, 
and yet could get no help. 
A t present be 
was confident th at all w hite people who 
will w ork m ay find it in the Vaca valley 
fruit region. 
Mr. B ram hall and Mr. S hinn spoke favor­ 
ably of negro help, and th e form er spoke 
of Mr. B utler’s successful experim ent with 
negroes at Fresno. 
Dr. \V. P. May, a 
Southern Pacific traveling agent, has agreed 
to get negro help for California producers, 
bringing them direct from the South. 


A CODLIN MOTH REMEDY, 
Sent from V ienna by David Lubin, was ex­ 
hibited. 
It is a sticky substance, a sort of 
glue, w hich is applied around the tru n k of 
the tree in tw o bands, one about a foot, the 
other about tw enty inches from the ground. 
Mr. Lubin obtained the solution from P ro­ 
fessor A dolf Ritter von G uttenberg, of the 
V ienna lioehschule fu r Bodencultur. 
It is 
applied to a tree warm w ith a brush or cold 
with a tlat piece of wood. 
Mr. L ubin gives 
the recipe for the solution 
as fellows: 
Restni pini, 300; pix oil, 200; oil paraffine. 
100; oil reparum crudum , 150. 
H eat tilt- 
above until 
assim ilated, and then add 
acidttm salycidicum 0 5 parts. 
After this 
stir thoroughly, 
iu another boiler m ix 
com m on terebinth, 100; raw vaseline, 50: 
yellow beeswax. 100; balsam gnrgnm , 50. 
H eat and stir, and w hen assim ilated m ix 
w ith above first-nam ed m ixture and stir 
thoroughly. 
Use oil for softening. 
This 
rem edy will probably serve against ail in ­ 
sects th at crawl up a tree.

tective Agency sent a m an here to w ork up 
the case. 
T he detective finished his work 
to-day, and the follow ing are the facts, as 
far as can be learned, about the m atter: 
T he m an who is know n as E. B. Rogers 
is said to be in reality one A lexander, born 
in Cohees. N. Y . 
H e was indicted at Troy 
for burglary, but a powerful inlluence kept 
him from trial and conviction. 
H e then 
cam e to California, and has since been en­ 
gaged in business here and elsewhere. 
Tne vineyard was in the hands of a wine­ 
m aker nam ed Captain tit. H ubert and Sup­ 
erintendent nam ed Robson. 
It is new 
alleged that the w inery was set on fire, and 
th at the detective know s the m an who 
touched the m atch to it. 
Previous 
to 
setting the 
w inery on 
fire 
m ost 
of 
the 
stock 
was rem oved 
secretly and 
hauled 
to 
the 
m ountains, 
and 
the 
balance buried about the vineyard. 
The 
detective and officers found 32 "puncheons 
of wine buried in a sw am p, 23 barrels of 
sherry and port hid in a concealed room iu 
a barn, seven barrels of brandy hid in the 
hay-loft, aiso 150 gallons of claret, two 
kegs of wine, two ot brandy and two har- 
rels of sherry and port w ere'found burried 
in tbe cellar of th e house occupied by 
Superintendent Robson. 
Seven barrels of 
brandy and three barrels of w ine were 
found buried in the cellar of the house oc­ 
cupied by’ St. H ubert. 
From m arks on th e packages this liquor 
was found to be in the list furnished the 
insurance 
com panies as 
burned. 
Ail 
tbe 
brandy was gauged, but 
was snot 
stam ped. 
T hus 
the 
G overnm ent 
has 
not been defrauded, and the only crim e 
against the internal revenue law i s ’the re­ 
m oval of the liquors from the place pro­ 
vided for their keeping, w hich is a tech­ 
nical offense, and wiil not be prosecuted bv 
the G overnm eut. 
Probably the liquor was 
buried, not for the pnrpose of concealing it 
from th e revenue officers, but to prevent 
evaporation. 
Nine insurance com panies are interested. 
All the insurance has been paid but $30,­ 
000. held by Mrs. Rogers. 
Collector Asa 
Ellis is now here, au d will investigate the 
case for the G overnm ent to-morrow . 
No 
arrests have been m ade yet, but the m an 
who fired the buildings is under surveil­ 
lance, and m ore developm ent are expected 
to-m orrow . 
W alters is exonerated, and 
only Rogers, II. H ubert A Robson ate im ­ 
plicated, so tar as know n. 
It is said th at 
W alters has beer, robbed for the past three 
years by the parties selling w ine and giv­ 
ing no account of the salesi 
_ M uch interest is taken here, and m any 
facts will yet be m ade public.

YUCATAN LETTER. 


A TRIP INTO THE INTERIOR OF 


TIISS GULF STATE. 


W ilii .Journey on a W ik i D o n k e y 's 
B a c k —S o m e O ld C itie s —H is- 
lo r y o f a S k e le to n

M e r i d a , .Tune ‘JO, 1888. 
On the line of the new railroad about 78 
miles directly south frtmi Yucatan’s capi­ 
tal, is Ticul, the second city in size on the 
peninsula. 
Or. the way thereto we made 
a detour to the village of X al, for the pur­ 
pose of viewing some prehistoric ruins, 
and traversed the remaining 25 miles or. 
donkey-hack. 
Southwa-d from Xul, the etonv high­ 
way leads over immense ledges of rock, in 
some places slippery as glass, over which 
our beast; stumbled and slid in the most 
alarming manner. The day was scorching, 
and the reflection of the sun upon the 
naked rocks was indescribably painful to 
the eve-. 
Between this intense glare, the 
heat, the dust, and the entire alisence of 
oculists in Yucatan, it is not to be won­ 
dered at that so large a proportion of the 
people are afflicted w ith semi-blindness. 
On 
our 
right, interm inable 
forests 
stretched away, in w hich—here and there 
through the dense foliage—we caught 
glimpses of huge mounds, the ruins of pre­ 
historic cities, with which the whole pen­ 
insula is strewn. Though not lofty, the 
Mica mountains are about the worst range 
in Yucatan, being nothing but stupendous 
heaps of stone, trackless, and devoid of the 
slightest vestige of verdure. 
It was nearly dark when we reached the 
last sierra, on the very brink of which 
stands the little church of I.a Hcrmita. 
Directly below it lies the Indian village 
called Oxcutzcal, and beyond a wooded 
plain extends to the horizon, dotted with 
hamlets. 
Descending by steep and rocky 
pathways, we came at length upon the 
well-kept highway, which here has a 
broad pavement of cut stones, taken from 
the fallen structures of ancient towns. 
Everywhere around us were remains of 
mounds ami temples and prehistoric cities; 
hut we had no tim e to examine any of 
them, for “ darkness was upon the face of 
the earth.” 
A backward glance at the 
dangerous sierra, now wrapped in densest 
shadow, made us thankful indeed that we 
had resisted all temptations to loiter by 
the wayside. 
Though one of the most im portant cities 
in Yucatan, so near to the capital and 
with a population not less than 10,500. 
Ticul might well pass for a deserted vil­ 
lage. 
Like all Spanish towns, it is laid 
out with a central plaza, and streets run­ 
ning from it at right-angles. 
But Ticul 
i> distinguished among the other cities of 
Yucatan for its causas de piedra (stone 
houses), which occupy the center of the 
town, immediately surrounding the plaza. 
Back of them, extending more than a 
mile each way, are the huts of the In­ 
dians, who constitute the bulk of the pnj 
illation. 
A perfect picture.of repose is the I’laza 
uf Ticul, over-grown with rank grass, and 
occupied only by a few hobbled donkeys 
pasturing upon it. 
One whole side of this 
plaza is taken up by a church and convent 
of vast proportions, built more than two 
centuries ago by monks of the Order of 
San Francisco, and ranked among the 
grandest of all those gigantic structures 
with which that powerful brotherhood 
marked their entrance into Yucatan. 
In front of the church stands a stone 
platform, four feet high and several hun­ 
dred feet square. The interior is somber 
and gloomy enough without the alleged 
adornments that are calculated to inspire 
jieople with awe. 
Near the door, in a 
niche in the wall, is a funeral urn, painted 
'black, with a white stripe around the top, 
containing the ashes of a lady once well- 
known in the village. 
Under it is a queer 
sort of monument, looking much like an 
old-fashioned pump, bearing a Spanish in­ 
scription which 1 translate for you: 
Oh, Man 
Behold th e en d o f all your tro u b les— 
D eath, E arth , N othing! 


In th is u rn repose th e rem ain s o f D onna Ixir- 
e tta I.ara. a elia n tab le w om an, faith fu l wife, 
a n d te n d e r m other, prudent an d virtuous. 
M o rtals! 
To th e I/ord direct your prayers for h er. 
A near-by altar is decorated with several 
skulls and cross-bones; and in the rear of 
the church is a charnel-house, full of 
ghastly horrors, dug up from rented graves 
—sometimes before the flesh has fairlv de- 
caved—awaiting their turn for cremation. 
The convent is an enormous structure, 
built entirely of stone, 400 feet long, con­ 
nected with the church by a spacious cor­ 
ridor. 
The entrance leads under a mag­ 
nificent portico, with high stone pillars, 
from which a liroad staircase ascends to an­ 
other corridor 20 feet wide, runni ng through 
the whole building. < >n either side of 
this upper corridor—which is paved with 
stone and lighted by six enormous domes— 
are the cloisters, once occupied bv a nu­ 
merous body of Franciscan friars. 
Most 
of the cloisters are now dismantled and un­ 
tenanted, a few only of the principal ones 
lieing used for shops, oflices and lodging- 
rooras. 
I Viors and windows are broken, 
and weeds grow out of the floors, and birds 
and bats make homes in the walls unchal­ 
lenged. 
The old garden, which must once 
have been in harmony with the grandeur 
i«f the convent, now shares its fallen for­ 
tunes. 
High walls and picturesque foun­ 
tains. parterres of flower-beds still remain, 
like ghosts of former beauty. 
Olives, 
limes, oranges and weeds grow' wildly to­ 
gether, affording shade for browsing goats 
and donkeys. 
The convent balcony is on a level with 
the tops of adjacent houses, ami sitting 
there in the sleepy sunshine, one seems to 
be living in a dream. The view spread 
out below is a vast plain, covered with flat- 
mofed, one storied casas, embowered in 
trees and overgrown by flowering creepers. 
Except when disturbed by the loud ring­ 
ing of matin and vesper bells, th.- stillness 
is broken only by the singing of birds, for 
all business and visiting is accomplished 
in the early morning, the inhabitants re­ 
maining quietly indoors the rest of the 
day to avoid the heat. 
There is eme tiende 
grande or “ general store,” where m er­ 
chandise of every description Í6 kept— 
from muslins to fresh meat, cigars, confec­ 
tionery, bread, soap,-shoes, hardware, m il­ 
linery and musical instruments. Since 
time out of mind Ticul has been famous 
for two tilings—th e excellence of its bull­ 
fights and the beauty of its women. 
It 
has a l’ostoffice department and telegraph 
agency, and for conveniences of living, ge­ 
nial climate, good society and pleasant sur­ 
roundings. Ticul is considered tin best 
village in YtusXan, outside of Merida. 
Almost in the suburbs are the remains 
of an ancient city—and, indeed, the mad­ 
ero town is largely constructed from that 
of the aborigines, for many of its walls and 
pavements are made of sé mlche ral stones 
taken from the ruins, and the fronts of the 
houses are ornamented with heads, vases 
and other relics of an unknown people. Te 
.reach the ruins, you go down a long, nar­ 
row street, past adobe cottages shrouded 
bv cocoa ant and orange trees, tinder whose 
"bade the Indians weave hammocks and 
plat palm!eaves into 
sombreros, their 
naked children playing about .them : past 
.he campo santo, in froto of wkich grows 
a giant ceibo-tree (now 00 wears old), 
lamed for Its size throughout the countrv, 
into a narrow path overgrown witb. bushes 
that are covered with wild flowers and 
wood ticks— the haunt of « len t birds of 
gorgeous plumage, for a peculiarity of 
tropical birds is that, however beautiful 
most of them are songless 
This pathway leads to the H acienda of 
mU1 
rancisio, owned by a citizen of 
I icul, on whfoh lies the desolated citv. 
Most of it is bidden by thick foliage, but 
no loss than forty artificial mounds may ¡ 
be counted, everyone of which ouce held 
aloft a temple, but which now show noth­ 
ing on top but dilapidated fragments of 
walls. 
■iV* ^ 'is great waste of ruin, it is impos­ 
sible to form any idea of what the place 
may once have lieen. 
Its vecinitv to the 
modern village has made its destruction 
juore complete, becaure for gt^ierations it

has served simply as a quarry to furnish 
building stones, ready cut and polished. 
Among the ruins are found many circu­ 
lar holes, dug deep into the ground, which 
the 1 mliaus call xAuiVunrs, or wells. Several 
have lieen entered by means of ladders, 
and a small dome-shaited chamber is re­ 
ported at the bottom. Strewn all about 
are large, oblong stones, hollowed out like 
troughs, which the Ticulans designate as 
pdas, fountains, or piedras de molds, stones 
for grinding. 
John L. Stephens, who visited this place 
more than forty years ago, believed these 
ruins to be those of the original TieuI—an 
ancient Indian city of which Spanish his­ 
tory speaks. 
H e found a vase here on 
one side of which was a border of hiero­ 
glyphics, and on the other a sculptured 
face, with head-dress and plume of feath­ 
ers, very much like those on the stuc­ 
coed and carved walls of Palenque.

BEST PERFORM ED AMPUTATION 
W hich seem to depend on some personal 
peculiarity of the patient, which are liable 
to recur again anil again after repeated 
amputations further back, anil which are 
attended by the most agonizing suffering. 
It may be presumed that the neuromata of 
Professor von Fleischl were of the latter 
class, and, in the hope of obtaining relief, 
he underwent several fruitless operations, 
which were directed to dissecting out and 
removing portions of the nerves im pli­

A n In g e n io u s D e v ic e fo r P ic k in g P r u n o s . 
George A. Fleming, a San Jose fruit 
drier, has given the Mercury some interest­ 
ing facts concerning prunes and prune cult­ 
ure. 
lie gathers the fruit from the trees 
in the following m anner: “ A neighbor, 
once in a discourse lately, remarked to me 
that foreign prunes, picked and handled at 
a price far below what we had to pay, 
would eventually kill the prune industry 
in California. 
1 jokingly replied th at 1 in­ 
tended to make a machine to pick prunes, 
and what commenced in jest ended in fact 
The idea took hold of me, and before I got 
home I had conceived an arrangement bv 
which prune-picking would be wonderfully 
facilitated. 
It is a simple machine, con­ 
sisting merely of a very low platform wagon 
with a sideboard on one side. 
Boxes are 
arranged on the platform, and to the oppo­ 
site side of the sideboard two sheets of 
cloth, 8x10, are attached. 
The wagon is 
drawn by one horse, and when opposite a 
tree two men, one for each sheet, spread 
them under, one each side* the trunk 
of 
a 
tree, 
and 
standing 
on 
the 
outer ends of tiie cloths gently shake 
the tree. 
W hen all the prunes ripe 
enough have fallen the two men gather up 
the sheets, commencing 
at 
the outer 
extremity, and dump the prunes over into 
the boxes, with sheets on top. 
The ad­ 
vantages of this simple contrivances are 
many. 
For instance, last year in a large 
orchard near Saratoga, where the trees 
bore only half a crop, a boy and a man 
averaged from four to five tons per day, 
costing us actually 75 cents per ton for 
picking. 
It saves handling the boxes, 
which are heavy, so often, and keeps out 
the dust which necessarily gets shifted into 
the prunes when handled the old way.” 
Prunes, in all cases, are dipped in lye and 
thoroughly rinsed. 
This is done to crack 
the skin, which hastens the process of dry­ 
ing in one-half the time, otherwise in 
m any cases th e fruit would ferment. 
All 
fruits are liable to injury by the “ sweat­ 
ing ’’ process if not perfectly cured. Thor­ 
oughly matured fruit without irrigation 
produces a h a te r qualitv of dried than ir­ 
rigated fruit, 
irrigated'fruit shrinks more 
and contains loss sugar than con-irrigated 
fruit. 
A ll fruits shrink more or less bv 
the process of evaporation. 
I t takes aboct 
three pounds of fresh prunes to make c a ­ 
ponad of dried.

EXACTLY WHAT NERVES ARE. 
The nerves of the animal body are fibers 
of peculiar organization, which are more 
or less packed in bundles or “trunks” for 
the purposes of distribution, but which are 
individually separate and continuous from 
origin to termination, and which have no 
other function than to convey impressions 
from the outposts of the body to the brain 
or spinal cord, or in the opposite direction, 
stim uli from the brain or spinal cord, 
which call external parts into action. 
All 
nerves appear to be alike, and the differ­ 
ent functions to which they are subservi­ 
ent depend, not upon any differences in 
the nerves themselves, but upon difierenees 
in the parts from which they come or to 
which they go. Just as the same tele­ 
graph wire will move a needle or ring a 
bell, or perform any other duty to which 
electricity may be applied, according to 
the character of the apparatus with which 
it is connected, so any nerve will do the 
duty of any other, if it be brought into 
connection with the apparatus to which 
the other rightfully belongs. 
W hatever 
stimulus is applied to the nerve of hear­ 
ing produces a sensation as of sound, and 
no other, and whatever stimulus is applied 
to the optic nerve produces a sensation as 
of light, and no other. 
The former fact is 
one of which many people have painful 
knowledge, for a great variety of 


SOURCES OE IRRITATION 
May come to act upon the nerve of hear­ 
ing, and may give rise to a seeming con­ 
tinuity of sound which is often exceed­ 
ingly distressing to the patient, as well as 
exceedingly embarrassing to the surgeon. 
Such subjective sounds are said on one oc­ 
casion to have called forth from an old 
Irish woman a piteous request to her doc­ 
tor that “ if she were spired to die lie 
would open her head and see if he could 
cure the noises in her cars.” 
But the ef­ 
fect thus produced by stim ulating a given 
nerve docs not depend on the nerve itself, 
which is a mere transm itting medium, but 
entirely upon the central organ, in the 
brain or spinal cord, to which the stim u­ 
lus is conveyed. 
If we could connect the 
auditory nerve w ith the center of the 
sight and the optic nerve with the center 
of hearing, stimulation of the former 
would produce impressions of light, and 
stimulation of t he latter would produce 
impressions of sound—a fact which has 
been abundantly demonstrated by experi­ 
ment on nerves in more accessible situa­ 
tions. 
.Vnd, just as there is nothing special 
in any individual human nerve, and as 
any one of them would he capable of dis­ 
charging the duty of any other, so, it may 
be assumed, there is no difference between 
the endowments of the nerves of man and 
those of the lower animals, which fulfill 
identical functions in an identical manner. 


SUCCESS OF T H E EXPERIM ENT. 
It was, therefore, inherently probable 
that the nerve of an animal, if a piece 
could be obtained of the proper size and 
length, and if transplantation and union 
could be successfully effected, would suffice 
to make good any loss of nerve in man, 
and in the present instance, which is, we 
believe, the first of the kind on record, not 
only have the transplantation and union 
been successful, but the new piece of nerve 
seems to have overcome the tendency of 
the old to undergo degeneration of struct­ 
ure at its divided extrem ity. 
A i>ortion, 
six centimeters in length, of the great 
nerve of a rabbit’s thigh was selected, anil 
was so removed from the freshly killed 
animal as to include the natural bifurca­ 
tion ot the main trunk into two branches. 
The divided stem was secured by stitches 
to the stump of the nerve in Professor von 
Ileischi’s arm. and 
tlie 
ends of the 
branches were secured in like manner to 
the nerve terminations which remained in 
his lingers, and which were rendered use­ 
less by their separation from the trunk to 
which they belonged. 
The whole opera­ 
tion, as a matter of course, was conducted 
with strict adherence .to those principles of 
antiseptic surgery without which failure 
would liave been more than likely, but by 
the observance of which union almost 
anywhere or of anything can with a near 
approach to certainty be secured. 
The 
wound healed kindly, tke transplanted 
nerve soon became at home in its new jiosi- 
£ion, and already, after the lapse of a little 
auore than two mouths, it is reported that 
sensation is returning to the fingers. 
At 
the same time there lias been no return of 
pain, and no fresh indication oí the devel­ 
opment of neuromata, so that hope of an 
absolutely successful issue may now with 
some confidence be entertained. 


CURIOUS TRANSPLANTATIONS. 
The possibility of the transplantation of 
tissue from one human subject to acother, 
from the lower animals to man, and even 
from man io the lower animals, has been 
repeatedly demonstrated. 
John llu u ter 
transplanted the spur of a cock to its 
comb, where, under the influence of a 
mure abundant blood supply, it flourished 
exceedingly. 
A tooth has also been made 
to grow in the comb of a cock, and freshly- 
drawn teeth have lieen transplanted from 
¡ one human jaw to another. 
The opera­ 


tion of Taliacotius, for restoring alost nose 
by means of skin taken from another indi­ 
vidual, has been immortalized In “ Hudi- 
bras,” and has from time immemorial lieen 
practiced in Eastern countries, where loss t 
of the nose has been a not uncommon at­ 
tendant upon the blessings of paternal 
government. 
In the present day surgeons 
prefer to repair the nose from the forehead 
of the patient, but this change of method 
does not render the older way any the less 
practicable. 
Several attempts have lieen 
made of late years to repair damaged hu­ 
man eyes by corresponding portions taken 
from the eyes of rabbits or of dogs ; and 
although none of these attempts have as 
yet lieen conspicuously successful, the com­ 
parative failure has not depended upon 
any insurmountable difficulty in the way 
of inducing the transplanted structure to 
take root and live. 
In the case of nerve 
the experim ent would be tried with much 
hopefulness, because thisstructure possesses 
great powers of repair, and even of repro­ 
duction. 


MANY CASES A RE ON RECORD 
In which, after nerves have been divided, 
as by a sword-cut, and after tiieir sepa­ 
rated portions have lieen dragged away 
from each other by contraction or displace­ 
ment incidental to healing, these separated 
portions have been sought for by oper­ 
ation, found, and reunited by stitches, with 
the result that, in the course of a few 
weeks or months, the original functions 
have been restored. 
Success has even at­ 
tended similar operations when the sev­ 
eral parts were separated by a consider­ 
able interval, so that they could not lie 
brought into contact, nerve fiber being 
ultim ately reproduced, in 
continuation 
with th at previously existing, through the 
intervening tissue. 
It is said of Dr. W eir 
M itchell, who had a large experience of 
such injuries after the American civil war, 
that as much as three inches of nerve has 
thus been reproduced; but most observers 
regard two inches as the extreme ordinary 
limit, and in the case of Dr. von Fleischl, 
in whom the transplanted portion meas­ 
ured nearly two inches and a half, the 
tendency of the nerve trunk to disease 
would probably have prevented any such 
reproduction. 
There are many sufferers 
to whom the success of this new operation 
will hold out prospects of cure, and it 
seems likely before long to furnish brill­ 
iant examples of the benefits conferred 
upon mankind by the introduction of anti­ 
septic surgery and by the diligent prose­ 
cution of experimental research.

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I ’ocONG, June 10th.—Two trout fisher­ 
men report having seen a novel and in­ 
teresting sight in tiie woods two or three 
miles from this place on Tuesday.

laid bare and their contents lapped up.

Sometimes, instead 
of a fish, he would capture a frog, and once 
to the disgust of the watchers, brought to 
the surface a wriggling snake, which lie 
soon dispatched and ate.

lay it down before the cubs, and frequently 
shared with his mate. 
W henever a lish 
was laid out for the cubs, all three would 
rush for it, and a savage struggle, during 
which the cubs snarled and bit anil tum ­ 
bled over one another, would result. 
The 
other old hear gave her undivided atten­ 
tion to the stumps and logs, and the cubs 
followed her closely, sharing in nil the 
delicacies she uncovered. 
The two men 
watched the bears for more than an hour, 
during which time the one bear had torn 
up almost an acre of decaying timbers, and 
and the other one had captured many tisli 
and reptiles. 
The spectators, tiring of the 
amusement afforded by this glimpse of the 
domestic life of wild hears, rolled a large 
stone down the hill and sent tip a loud 
shout. 
The old bears snorted and drew 
together, and the cubs whining like young 
dogs, cuddled close to their parents. Then 
all live shuffled off’at a rapid gait and dis­ 
appeared in the thick laurels and hem­ 
locks.— ATctr York Sun. 


D y n a m ite . 
The following from the Indian Engineer, 
published at Calcutta, gives the informa­ 
tion which many are seeking to know: 
Dynamite consists of some porous absor­ 
bent mineral saturated w ith nitro-glyce- 
rine. 
Several substances have been tried 
as absorbents of the glycerine, but the 
most satisfactory is the keistlguhr, an infu­ 
sorial earth, composed of the silieious 
shells of extremely small vegetable organ­ 
isms, and it is of this that Nobel’s dyna­ 
mite i- made. It alisorbs about three times 
its weight of the glycerine, and resembles 
putty in appearance. 
Thus, a given quan­ 
tity will contain seventy-five per cent, of 
the real explosive, and iis blasting jiower, 
compared with pure nitro-glycerine, is, of 
course, represented by the same ratio. 
In 
order to explode it, it is necessary to ob­ 
tain a tem perature of 360° Fahrenheit. It 
freezes in the same way as glycerine, and 
when in this state it must lie carefully 
handled. 
Nitro-glycerine lias an expan­ 
sive force ten times that of an equal 
weight of powder. 
It is highly dangerous 
to place dynamite on or near fire-stoves, 
steaiu-pijies or any highly-heated metal. 
Dynamite must never be put in warm wa­ 
ter to thaw it, as the water would free the 
nitro-glycerine, when it is most dangerous. 
It ought always to he put into a water­ 
tight vessel, and the vessel put into warm 
water. 
It should never be exposed to the 
direct rays o f a tropical sun. 
When load­ 
ing it, a wooden rod or squeezer should be 
used to push home the cartridge, never a 
metal one, and the charge should be 
gently and firmly pushed down, and not 
rammed or pounded. 
If dynam ite has to 
lie loaded into tins, avoid smelling it, as 
it gives a sick, nervous headache for sev­ 
eral days. 
Never squeeze the primer con­ 
taining the detonator, but lower or push it 
gently till it rests on the charge. 
In the 
event of a misfire never attem pt to draw 
the tamping. 
If water-tamping has been 
used, put a fresh prim er and detonator on 
top of the charge. 
If other than water- 
tam ping has been used, bore a fresh hole. 
The detonator must lie carefully handled. 
If one explode in the hand’ the hand 
would lie shattered. 
When putting in the 
fare cut off’ the end of it square, ana put it 
in tirmlv but gently. 
Dynamite can be 
burned with safety, and simply fizzles up 
harmlessly. 
It exercises its force in the 
direction of most resistance, 
A single 
cartridge attached to a rail wilt break it. 
A four-ounce cartridge will break a thirty- 
five-pound railway rail in two. 
The 
charge varies from a few cartridges to as 
many as mav be necessarv.

water to one of the wash, and yet it killed 
his cherries and apricots.

it injurious to prune and nectarine trees. 
On pear trees it did no injury. 
In the 
University orchard it was used full strength 
on pears and apples, with no harm li the 
trees and with death to the scale. 
It has 
also been used ten tooneon the plum aphis 
without injury to the trees, but when i - d 
stronger it has dropped part of the leaves 
and fruit. 
The lesson with this and with 
other insecticides should be to use it with 
care and not to infer that w hat will lie go id 
for one kind of tree will be good on an­ 
other.— Eura/ Press.

V i e n n a , May 16, 1888. 
There is a marked transition noticeable 
• ■ven to the casual observer, in entering 
Austria from Italy via Venice. Pontaba is 
the frontier town of Italy anil it differs 
little from other Italian towns. 
On the 
Austrian side of the boundary line is the 
town of Pontaffel, and though only* a short 
walk from Pontaba, it in no way* hears any 
resemblance to it. 
The houses are differ­ 
ent, the signs arc different, the language is 
different, and the dress, hahits and customs 
are different, and as soon as the train leaves 
Pontaffel for Steirmark the most noticable 
difference of all will lie oberved. 
The 
mountains which in Italy are generally 
barren are here covered almost to their 
summit with a thick growth of timber. 
T he scenery between Pontaffel and Vienna 
may he ranked as among the finest in 
Kiirojie. 
T H E C ITY O F V IEN N A . 
Vienna's lioast is, “S’gibt nur ein Kaiser 
.Stadt; S’gbt nur ein W ien,” and for aught 
1 know the boast may he in order. 
The 
city presents the most orderly array of 
handsomely built houses to he found in 
Europe. 
If there is any defect noticeable 
at all it i • in the monotony that even fine 
i. .lldings will 
produce if uniformity in 
style and color is insisted upon. 
One 
street Is generally a sample of many, and a 
stranger L> apt to believe that he must he 
near his hotel when in fact he may lie sev­ 
eral m iles away from it. 
So uniformly 
smooth and even do the buildings appear 
that one is apt to lielieve that they were 
constructed and designed by the same 
an hitect. 
The outside finish and material 
would, at first glance, appear to he of a 
yellowish limestone, or a brownish sand­ 
stone. hut on a closer analysis it will he 
as -rtained that the supposed blocks of 
hewn stone, the columns, has reliefs and 
statues are made of a mixture of sand, 
lime, cement, glue and other ingredients. 
Attempts have lieen made to introduce 
tliis method of building into the Eastern 
cities of the United .States, notably New 
York. 
After a short hut disastrous trial, 
however, it was abandoned because it was 
found that this composition was far from 
being durable in the moist atmosphere of 
the East. 
1 am of the opinion, however, 
that for California it would he found to he 
excellent, as our clim ate is even drier than 
that of Vienna. 
Any of our enterprising architects or 
contractors may obtain a workman skilled 
in the art of its preparation and applica­ 
tion at a salary of about §2 50 a day. The 
American Consul here would no doubt se­ 
lect a worthy and com[>etent man on ap­ 
plication. 
Vienna, although as large as New York, 
presents the appearance of a holiday town. 
Music* and soldiers are almost everywhere 
to he seen and heard. 
The lieavy-laden 
trucks that are to he seen almost choking 
Broadway and the many arteries of the 
thoronghfares of New York are here con­ 
spicuous by their absence, carriages rattle 
over the well-paved street in innumerable 
numbers at almost all hours of the day or 
night, and a steady stream o f people ap­ 
pear to fill the numerous “ cafes” at all 
seasonable and unseasonable hours. 
T he “Prater” is a resort for the Viennese 
and the stranger. In the afternoon throngs 
o f people come to the “ Prater,” and at 
the main entrance the crowd breaks up 
into two divisions, one going to the “ peo­ 
ple’s ” avenue, and the other to the “ no­ 
bility ” avenue. 
The “ people’s ” avenue 
contains aseries of clime museums, Punch 
and Judy shows, cheap restaurants, and 
beer stands. 
The “ nobility ” avenue is 
ti.*- chief resort for pedestrians, vehicles 
and horsehack-riders. 
The chief attrac­ 
tions, however, are the three places of re­ 
sort known as “ Cafe Halts Ñ o. 1,” No. 2 
and No. 2. 
A t these resorts may he seen 
amis of people seated around small 
i, on which may generally been seen a 
half dozen, more or less, of I veer glasses, 
containing the principal lwverage of the 
Viennese, viz: Vienna beer. 
There are 
almost constantly to he seen around these 
tafees hawkers and 
venders o f 
brown 
bread, cheese, and sausages, and they ap­ 
pear to he well patronized, although not 
in .r as well as the lveer“ Kelner.” 
: ueh of these “cafe” houses furnish first 
ci..ss music 
by m ilitary bands, and the 
1 
lc* appear to appreciate it. 
N o one 
sc ns ta jic in a hurry, and the ch ief aim 
i- 
■ get a good -*eat in one of the three 
fav rite “cafe” houses. 
Almost everyone 
y . meet and see is dressed neatly, and 
almost the entire population have an air 
of holiday style about them to lie met 
with nowhere in Spain or Italy or even the 
United States. 
You wonder where all 
these holiday jveople get their living from 
— and after trying hard to solve this prob­ 
lem von “give it up.” 1 have several times 
asked the guide to show me tl e poorer 
portion of 
the town, expecting, when 
there, to see somewhat of the “Barbary 
Coast” of San Francisco, the “F ive Points” 
of New York, “Seven Dials” of Ixvndon, 
or the “Plazas del Peopolo” of Italy, hut I 
o** lid find no such places here. 
Poor 
quarters there were, hut all looked clean 
and respectable. 
Occasionally a phase of humanity coulil 
l*c discerned, 
that 
indicated only too 
plainly, however, that behind this seeming 
Vriadiaof placidity and abundance there 
is * hard, cruel and stern reality among 
the jveople whose misfortune it is to he n 
need of bread, and whose only means A r 
satisfying that need is Ivy daily labor. 
In 
feature they resemble more the carved 
wooden faces of some clumsy wivod-worker 
than they do “ the noblest work of God.” 
There is scarce a ray of intelligence in 
their stolid, stupid look, and it seems to 
ine that it would take generations of recla­ 
mation work before these people could he 
brought up to a “ thinking ¡voint.” 
The 
women who “ carry the hivd,” the women 
ami men who are employed in the fields, 
the day latvorers, the factory hands— what 
of them ? 
W hat? 
The Indians scalp 
their enem ies; hut the enemies of these 
people—what 
have they done? 
They 
have tapped their heads and extracted 
their brains; 
and these 
poor folk go 
around, “ having eves, see not;” “ having 
ears, thev hear not.” 
Who are their ene­ 
m ies? 
W ho, indeed! 
Soldiers to the 
right of you, soldiers to the left of you. 
Soldiers are the omnipresent grasshoppers 
that devour the brains and sear the souls 
of the poor. 
Whosoever has 
Emperor, 
nobleman and soldier, must be satisfied to 
Ive robbed and abused. 
It costs money to 
sup;>ort these luxuries, and Emperors are 
no; bashful. 
W hat a howl there is raised among our 
citizens at Sacramento if there is an issue 
Ivefore them of a raise of an extra quarter- 
rent for school, levee or street improvement 
purposes. Our interpreter (a well-informed 
Austrian! told me that in Vienna real 
estate is taxed 40 per cent, of its real 
value. 
“ Forty per ceut.?” I repeated. 
“ Y ou must mean 4 per cent.” 
“ No,” he 
replied, “ I mean what I said— 10 per 
cent.” 
i thought that the man was either 
ig;¡ -ant or did not inform me correctly, 
so . -sing ilre U nited States Consul, Mr. 
Edmund Jussen, I asked him if my guide's 
statement had any truth in it. 
' 
h, yes,” he rep lied ; “the average 
eoii' cted is about 40 per cent., but the 
an*. ;nt desired is about 50 per cent.” 
“ But h.ow can the people afford it ?” I 
asked. 
" 
is not a question of afford ; it is a 
question of mu.it pay,” he said. 
T his out­ 
rage vjs lax. it is true, is paid by the own­ 
ers 
f buildings, hut some one has to stand 
it. 
The “ stander ” here, as elsewhere, is 
the ue or she who is compelled to sell his 
or her labor. 
It is* thus the paying class 
get even, and the laborer is none the 
w iser; and as far as the Kaiser, nobleman, 
S' '¡dier or employer is concerned, he never 
need be. 
T alk of free trade! A fine idea it would 
be— hue for Kaiser, fine for noblemen, tine 
for the employer in Europe—but it w ill be 
wcrse than “ Rough on R a ts” for the 


workingmen anil workingwomen of Amer­ 
ica. 
If we want what is good for us at 
home, then we want no free trade. 
W e of 
California should look sharp to this. 
I do 
not say these things from a view of parti­ 
san bias, for I am no slave to party, nor 
should any citizen of the United States he. 
I would not have free trade because I can 
see here in Europe, with my own eyes, 
that it is a wrong policy. 
There is scarce 
a day that I do not have ample evidences 
of the European itching to have us slip 
into the hidden noose of destruction in 
the shape of free trade. 
Yesterday I 
visited ihe establishment 
of Theodore 
Etti, who does an extensive business in 
canned goods, raisins, nuts, etc. 
I asked 
him if he handled California canned fruits, 
and he replied, “ Yes, we take from 80 to 
100 eases a season, but the duty is entirely 
too high, it is almost prohibitory. 
If it 
were lower we could sell many more.” 
“ How does the California apricot com- 
jvare in size and quality to those of E u­ 
rope?” 
“ They are larger and finer looking.” 
H e also sa id : “ W e did a large business 
in American corned beef some few years 
ago when the duty was six florins; hut 
now it is forty florins, anil that, of course, 
is equivalent to making the importation of 
these goods prohibitory.” 
T his is only one side of the storv ; now 
for the other. 
I learned that active and 
efficient Eurojveau committees were judi­ 
ciously distributed in W ashington and 
elsewhere in the United States who “lob­ 
bied” and caused to he “lobbied” sundry 
measures, with a view of obtaining a ma 
terial reduction on imports, especially on 
fruits, nuts, etc. 
How these keen noble­ 
men (?) must laugh in their sleeves at our 
forbearance or seeming stupidity. 
Our 
fruits, our corn, our pork, our canned goods 
are kicked out of their market, and yet 
they come to “ lobby” their products into 
our territory on the lowest possible rates. 
No doubt free trade would suit them much 
better. 
Of course it would. 
No doubt the 
Massachusetts orator claimed that fruit at 
low prices is a blessing to the |>oor in the 
crowded Eastern cities. 
N o doubt it is, 
hut it is time that our California represent­ 
atives should reply that cheap pins, cheap 
needles, cheap hooks anil eyes, cheap but­ 
tons and cheap knives would he a blessing 
to the people of the Pacific Coast. 
Protec­ 
tion should be general if it is to he just.

The W hite Ladv of the Hohenzollerns 
is by some authorities said to be the ghost 
of Agnes, Countess of Orlamunde, who 
murdered her children to please her par­ 
amour, Albert Burgrave, of Nürnberg; by 
others to lie Kunigunile of Orlamunde, | 
who also killed her children bv running a i 
silver hair-pin into their brains, anil who 
forms the subject of a popular ballad. 
But 
most accounts make her Bertha, tliedaugh- 
t. r of Ulrich von Rosenberg, Burgrave of ’ 
Bohemia, who captured the Catholic army 
levied against the Hussites.

story. 
T his 
Bertha 
was 
horn 
between 
1-120 and 1430. 
She married John of 
Liclienstein, a Syrian noble, who cruelly

bro­ 
ther, 
Ilenry 
o f 
Rosenburg, 
and 
devoted 
her 
days 
to 
care 
for 
orphans. 
She always wore the then cus­ 
tomary white mourning habit of a widow. | 
She superintended the building of the 
Castle of Neuhaus, a difficult and hazard­ 
ous undertaking, cheering on the workmen 
by her kindly words of interest, and when 
this was finished gave a grand feast to the 
masons, and founded a charity for the 
annual provision of a similar banquet, 
which is still given every Maunday-Thurs- 
dav to tiie worthy poor. 
The Rosenberg 
family, hv the way, is allied to that of the 
Hohenzollerns. 
There are many correspondences be­ 
tween this Bertha and the goddess. 
Her 
w hite habit and her care of orphans are ■ 
significant enough. 
A t her annual ban- \ 
quet the viands are precisely those w hich 
once were sacred to the goddess Bertha, 
and which are still eaten in some parts of ; 
Germany at twelfth-night, or epiphany— 
which is there called Berehtentag, or 
Bertha’s day. 
Popular tradition asserts that one day, 
nightfall, Frederick the Great was alone 
in libs library, which is at the extrem e end 
o f the castle, standing before a music-stand 
which he used when playing the flute. The 
door opened and the W hite Lady traversed 
the room without looking at him. 
For a 
moment the King was confused. 
H e had, i 
however, the courage to follow h e r ; he 
ojieneil the door through which she disap­ 
peared, but she hail already crossed the next 
room, the door closing automatically after 
her. 
Frederick pursued her from room to 
room without reaching her, unit finally ] 
stopped at the vestibule door. The appari- 
¡ ti,cl hesitated a moment, then, vaguely :

; jteared. 
The ruler then locked him self in 
¡ iiis room, the story goes, and remained 
' motionless for long hours. 
H is eyes were 
fixed on a corner of the room, w hile a 
gleam of expectation, not unm iugled with 
fear, was visible. 
A few days after this 
adventure is sa*il to have occurred Freder­ 
ick the Great died. 
Prince Jerome, son of Jerome Napoleon, 
former King of Westphalia, once told the . 
following story of this historical visitan t: 
“ One very dark night, when every one was 
asleep in Stuttgart, a carriage with six 
horses rattled over the pavement 
and 
drew up before the palace. 
The steps 
were let down in the sight of the sentinels 
who looked down from the galleries; the 
W hite Lady stepped out. 
The gates did 
not open before her, yet she appeared 
within, passing through the doors as though 
they were nothing hut a veil of fog. 
She 
paced with stately liearing 
along the 
great gallery. 
The sentinels did not dare 
to lay hands on her. 
W hat followed? 
Duke Ferdinand 
of 
Wurtember?, 
the 
King's uncle, died January 20, 1834.

the tim e when my father was King of 
W estphalia,

of Berlin wrote to him a letter, which

news,’ he said, ‘at Berlin, except that the 
palace is in commotion liecause the W hite 
Lady has been seen.

A COIL o F W IR E . 


H o w it is M a d e F r o m W h a t is T e c h n i­ 
c a lly K n o w n a s “ B lo o m .” 
H ow are large cakes or lumps of steel 
made into tine wire? 
The process is inter­ 
esting. 
How do the steel blooms become 
finely polished wire ? 
The manufacture is 
peculiar. 
The bloom, as we follow it in 
the wire factory, is first cut into billets 
some twenty inches long and four inches 
square. 
These are brought red-hot from 
the furnaces and slip]>ed between the rolls. 
In a moment the billet of steel becomes a 
stout, tihery serpent. 
A man at the oppo­ 
site side of the furnace nips it around the 
neck with his tongs, and slips its head be­ 
tween the next and small pair of rolls, so 
that before the tail o f the red serpent 
has emerged from between the larger 
rolls, the head had been squeezed to 
smaller dimensions in the second rolls. 
The same process is repeated again after 
the rod has passed through the second 
roll, workmen being ready to seize the ser- 
jient, twist his liody around anil let its 
head he caught by a third roll. 
Thus it is 
passed on, each time becoming longer anil 
thinner, 
and the billet, after passing 
through eighteen rolls, becomes a wire 
rod. ^ As the rod passes through the hist 
roll it is conveyed through a pipe three 
inches in circumference. 
A s it wriggles 
out of the pipe in twisted form it is 
thrown across the iron floor of the factory 
or wire m ill. 
_ The rolls are kept constantly at work, 
for one rod h:is no sooner passed through 
the first roll than another enters it, anil 
as the rod grows in length one end may he 
passing out across the floor while the oilier 
is half a dozen rolls in the rear. 
Thus it 
twists its dull-red, thread-like length like 
a serpent in and out of the rolls, often near 
the ankles of the workmen ready with 
their tongs to guide it onward in 'its de­ 
vious windings. 
W hen the rod is at last 
spun upon the floor the end is taken up 
and twisted upon its reel, which rapidly 
winds it into a coil. 
After the roils leave the “ blooming 
m ill” they are taken to the “ wire m ill,” 
where 
they are hung around wooden 
blocks, perhaps half a dozen coils on each 
block, which are lowered into huge tulis of 
sulphuric acid, and allowed to remain 
there until the acid has removed the im- 
jiurities from the surface. 
The blocks are 
then raised by a pulley, and the rods are 
thrown upon the floor and washed with 
hose. 
H aving been loaded on 
trucks 
and dried, one end of each rod is pointed 
by a revolving machine so as to pass into 
the die which is to draw the rods into 
wire. 
H aving been removed to the wire 
blocks, the roils are then drawn by being 
passed through a tapering hole in a steel 
die. 
The steel roil, having thus been trans­ 
formed into wire, is taken to the annealing 
furnace, where it is annealed and polished 
by a secret process. 
The wire, which lias 
hitherto been of a dull brown color, is 
given a bright polish by the annealing, 
and the cleaning which it afterwards re­ 
ceives. 
H aving been removed to the gal­ 
vanizing house, the wire is run over a se­ 
ries of wheels and slides which stretch it 
from the floor horizontally, and, working 
automatically, dips the wire in lim e every 
time it reaches the floor. 
In galvanizing, 
the process consists of the wire passing 
through a solution of muriatic acid and 
gravel, next through a drying fuanace, anil 
afterward through a metal bath of zinc. 
The wire next passes through a “ wiping 
box,” filled with mineral wool which is 
agitated by a number of rollers. 
The sub­ 
stance wipes off the surplus zinc and be­ 
stows upon tin* wire a smooth surface. The 
long line of wire, which now has a bright, 
silvery appearance, is then bundled up in 
reels ready for the market, each reel 
weighing about 100 pounds.— Wheeling,

Though the Senate has passed two bills 
granting reduced postage on seeds, the 
House has so far failed to take action on 
them. 
It is confidently predicted, how­ 
ever, that the desired reduction w ill he 
obtained ere long. 
As an example of the 
present unfair condition of tilings, Amer­ 
ican seed men are required to pay 16 cents 
a pound postage on their goods ("and this, 
of course, comes out of the pockets of the 
consumers). 
By agreement with Canada, 
the United States carries all mail matter 
from that country directed to points in the 
United States at the same rate of jiostage 
as prevails in Canada. 
The rate on seeds 
in that country is only 1 cents per pound; 
consequently a person can mail a pound of 
seeds from Canada into the United States 
for 4 cents, while if the recipient in the 
United States desired to send them back 
to the same ¡dace it would cost him 16 
cents. 
James Vick of Rochester, who lias taken 
an active part in having our postal rates j 
rectified, especially as regards seedsmen, 
brought this matter very forcibly to the 
minds of some of our Congressmen at 
\ \ ashington by sending them packages of 
plants from I tnaila on which the postage 
was three cents (three-fourtlis of a pound]. 
When the wife of one of the Representa­ 
tives, on their receipt, finding them in ex ­ 
cellent condition, endeavored to mail them 
to her home with only a three-eent postage 
stamp they were sent back to her from the 
postoffice with a statement that nine cents 
more postage was needed. 
It was acu te 
scheme on Mr. Vick’s part, hut a very 
forcible argument. 
By a similar agreement with that coun­ 
try, to send a pound of seed or plants to 
England, it would cost him S cents, while 
if he were sending them anywhere in the 
I nited States, the same package would 
cost 16 cents. 
For only 12 cents a pound 
seeds can he sent to Jamaica and regis­ 
tered, which would cost 2t> cents in the 
I nited States. 
To regulate such charges 
and place American citizens on the same 
footing in t heir own country as foreigners, 
is one of the important aims of the Amer­ 
ican 
Seed 
Trade Association.— Prairie 
Parmer. 


S a lo o n s in S o u th ern C a lifo rn ia . 
The Ontario Record thus reviews the 
situation as regards saloons in Southern 
California: 
“Pasadena’s noble anti-saloon 
fight that culminated in the approval by 
the Supreme Court of a prohibitory ordi­ 
nance, is hearing fruit rapidly. 
Elsinore 
is the last town to wheel into line with a 
prohibitory ordinance, and even saloon- 
cursed Colton is agitating the saloon ques­ 
tion. with good prospects ot at least de­ 
creasing the number of her gin mills. 
Southern California now has six towns 
with municipal prohibition: 
Pasadena, 
Riverside, 
Monrovia, 
South Pasadena, 
Orange, and Elsinore, in the order of their 
adoption of 
the prohibitory ordinance. 
Ontario, Glendora, Coronado and some 
other smaller places are protected in a 
greater or less degree by a prohibitory 
clause in deeds and a strong temper­ 
ance 
sentiment. 
A ll these towns are 
good places to settle in. 
The saloon 
is dooaied in Southern California, and we 
have demonstrated pretty 
conclusively 
that it forms no essential factor of our 
boom. 
It will take tim e to rout the rum 
power in the larger towns and cities, but 
meantime the examples of the benefits of 
local prohibition are m ultiplying.”

coherence. On the other hand, somnambu­ 
lism is further separated from wakefulness 
in I he fact that the man awake wholly 
loses the recollection of what the sleeping 
man has done, while the somnambulist

O rig in o f P o tte r y -W a r e . 
E.very man, no doubt, used his gourd as 
a gourd alone. 
But as time went on lie 
began at last, apparently, to employ it as 
a model for pottery also. 
In all probabil­ 
ity liis earliest lessons in the fictile art 
were purely accidental. 
It is a common 
trick with savages to put water to warm 
ou the camp-fire in a calabash or gourd 
with wet clay smeared over the bottom to 
keep it from burning. 
W henever the clay 
thus employed was fine enough to form a 
mold and hake hard in shape, it would 
cling to the gourd, and be used time and 
again in the same way without renewal, 
till at last it came to he regarded almost 
as a component part of the compound 
vessel. 
Traces iff this stage in the evolu­ 
tion of pottery still exist in various out­ 
lying corners of the world. 
Savages have 
been noted who smear their dishes with 
clay; and howls may he found in various 
museums which still contain more or less 
intact the relics of the natural object on 
which they were modeled. In one ease the 
tiling imbedded in the clay bowl is a hu­ 
man skull, presumably an enemy’s. 
In most cases, however, the inner gourd 
or calabash, in proportion as it was well 
coated up to the very top with a good pro­ 
tective layer of clay, would tend to get 
burned out by the heat of the fire in 
the course of tim e; until at last the idea 
would arise that the natural form was 
nothing more than a mere mold or model, 
and that the earthenware dish which 
grew tip around it was the substantive ves­ 
sel. 
As soon as this stage of pot-making 
was arrived at, the process of firing would 
become deliberate, instead of accidental, 
and the vessel would only he considered 
complete as soon as it had been subjected 
to a great heat which would effectually 
burn out the gourd or calabash imbedded 
in the center.— t Irani Alten, in the Popular 
Seii nee Monthly for July. 


A TRANSATLANTIC 
BALLOON. 


T hu 
lln g e 
C o n tr iv a n ce to S ta rt F ro m 
N ew Y ork In A u g u st. 


The Paris Matin gives full details con­ 
cerning the projected transatlantic balloon 
trip of Captain .Jovis, a Frenchman, who 
proposes to start 
from New York some 
tim e in August. 
The balloon, which has 
been named the Atlantic, has a cubic con­ 
tents of 25,000 cubic meters, a diameter of 
thirty-six meters, and a circumference of 
110 meters. 
It w ill lie the largest balloon 
ever built. 
The fabric is to be double, 
made especially for the purpose, and will 
he covered with a new varnish, supposed 
to make it practically air-tight. 
The cov­ 
ering and its varnish are so light that the 
enormous balloon, as high as an eight- 
story building, is to weigh hut 4,000 
jKiuinls. 
The ear is four meters wide bv 
three meters and a half long. 
It is pro­ 
vided with two enormous floats of basket- 
work, covered with oil-skin, in order to 
keep it above water at sea. 
The hold of 
the ear will contain the ballast, which, in 
this case, w ill he bird-shot instead of sand. 
There are two cabins, each one provided 
with air mattresses, which w ill also serve 
as life-rafts in case of need. As the voyage 
w ill last three days or more, provision has 
been made for cooking. 
A stove, inclosed 
in wire gauze, such as is used in the Davy 
safety-lamps, w ill be used. 
Attached to 
the ear will be a steam-launch provided 
with fuel and stores. 
The rest of the 
equipment consists of ropes, life-preservers, 
anchors, instruments, photographic appa­ 
ratus, etc. The car w ill he lighted by elec­ 
tricity from storage batteries. 
The Atlantic will he tilled with hydro­ 
gen gas, which, having a lifting power of 
1,150 grammes per cubic meter, will give 
a carrying power of 27,000 kilos (54,000 
pounds).

T lio C iv iliz in g U o ta to . 
The potato has been a great civilizer. It 
commenced its work 300 years ago as a 
native American, and it liasgone all over 
the world, doing its work in all lands 
quietly yet steadily, and in two ways— 
first, by being so cheap and abundant that 
everybody came to like it ; next, by fail­ 
ing until everybody missed it and went to 
hunting all over the world fur it. 
In 1880 
this country produced about 170,000,000 
bushels ot potatoes. 
To-day we are im­ 
porting potatoes from Germany, Belgium, 
Scotland, England, Ireland. 
Our potato 
crop failed in a great degree ¡así year be­ 
cause of drought in the YVest and long 
continuous rains in the East. 
Hence, we 
are importing potatoes anil paying a duty 
of 15 cents per bushel on them besides 
freight. 
If there had been a total failure 
of the potato crop we would have ran­ 
sacked the world for them, for now we 
must have them however high they come. 
This shows how the potato has become a 
civilizer. 
We are short 20,000,000 of 
bushels, and must call on the world to 
make up that shortage. 
Generally, Eng­ 
land is short on potatoes. 
Luckily this 
year she and all Europe have a surplus. 
N ext year the situation may lie reversed. 
Ireland ran out of potatoes in 1847, anil 
commenced starving until we supplied her. 
Six years ago we had a great failure, aud 
Ireland supplied us. 
But the year before 
that England and Ireland had to import 
potatoes. 
The potato appears and disap­ 
pears, to teach the world mutual inde­ 
pendence. 
The original potato still flour­ 
ishes in a island off Chile, a gnarled and 
dim inutive trilie, the ancester of a long 
and prolific and beneficent line.— Exchange. 


A D o g to C lim b T re e s. 
A few years ago Attorney-General T. T. 
M., of my State, was with his family rusti­ 
cating for a short while in the country at 
the house of a hospitable Southern planter, 
a relative of my own, where I was also a 
guest. 
W e had fine sport shooting partridges 
(Orty.r rirginianus, I believe the savants 
call them) over my good setter Noggs, of 
happy memory, who, poor fellow, died of a 
well-defined ease of consumption at the 
age of seven, after a most useful and hon­ 
orable life.

rail itself, the little section of steel, is an 
engineering feat.

< iun-eotton constitutes the her-t m ilitary 
explosive known, for, w hile its exjilosive 
force vastly exceeds that of gunpowder and 
approaches that of nitro-glycerine, it is 
the safest and most staple explosive we 
possess, since it can he stored and trans­ 
ported wet; and while in this state, though 
it may he detonated, it cannot he exploded 
in any other way. 
As much as 2,000 
pounds of wet compressed gun-cotton have 
been placed in a fierce bonfire, where it 
has gradually dried, layer by layer, and 
been consumed without exploding. 
Be­ 
sides, gun-cotton is the only m ilitary ex­ 
plosive which can he detonated 
with 
certainty when frozen.—Scribner’s Magazine.

ceed in the business of soliciting member­ 
ship speaks volumes for the strength of the 
movement, and the underlying sentiment 
or thought of which it is born, the growing 
conviction in the public mind that low- 
level bosses manage municipal affairs to 
the almost total exclusion of the people 
most interested in them ; th at these mod­ 
ern autocrats, who fatten upon the spoils 
of such management, are the worst ene­ 
mies of good m unicipal or any other gov­ 
ernment ; 
that they are possible only be­ 
cause so large a body of people neglect 
their political duties. 
It must come about that revolutionary 
efforts to cast off local boss rule in cities 
will be successful. 
If it were impossible, 
then the experim ent of self-government 
would be a fiat failure, and that is unmis­ 
takable. 
Unless the people are able to 
assert themselves and manage their own 
afiiiirs without the consent and dictation 
of bosses, then they- are not only incapable 
of appreciating a republican form of gov­ 
ernment, but are undeserving of its bless­ 
ings. 
There is no difference, except it is 
favor of monarchy, between it and boss- 
ism such as rules in San Francisco, New 
York, Baltimore and many other great 
centers of population. 
The monarch may 
be brought to account for his misdeeds, he 
may be arraigned at the bar of public 
opinion, forced to yield his will and pun­ 
ished by revolution. 
Blit the modern 
political boss entertains no such personal 
fears; the worst that can befall him is 
deprivation or 
diminution of usurped 
authority without any pains or penalties 
being laid upon him. 
That the American 
people are thinking more and more of 
these truths, and are coming day by day 
to see more clearly that boss rule is about 
the equivalent to an autocracy, gives war­ 
rant l'or the belief th at they will apply 
the remedy at no distant day—resumption 
of the right to manage their own affairs. 
The movement in Sait Francisco—which 
has had many spasmodic predecessors, but 
all which nevertheless contributed to pro­ 
gress— is one of the evidences of the aug­ 
menting ferment out of which reform must 
eventually come. 


THE LICK OBSERVATORY. 
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The formal transfer of the Lick Observa­ 
tory to the State University Regents was 
made on Wednesday at Berkeley. 
It was 
the last event in the first jieriod of one of 
the greatest works of modern times, aud 
marks the completion of an undertaking 
of immeasurable importance to general 
science, and astronomical research in par­ 
ticular. 
11 marks, in fact, as Professor 
LeConte so happily said, an epoch in the 
history of the State University and of 
science of utmost importance. 
We may well inquire if behind the 
great works of men there is not a power 
impelling them, of which they them ­ 
selves are not cognizant. 
Jam es Lick was 
not an astronom er; he had only vague 
curiosity concerning the science. 
W hile 
in Brazil this curiosity was accidentally 
stimulated and the idea then fastened 
upon his mind that a telescope m ight be 
built tb at would enlarge the study of 
astronomy and make new and im portant 
revelations of the starry heavens. 
But 
there was nothing in the man’s character, 
habits or known thought to indicate that 
he had any true conception o fsuch a work, 
or how it was to be brought about, or if 
indeed it were possible, or that lie real­ 
ized just how a large telescope wa. to effect 
great results. 
He may have reas ned that 
if a small instrum ent would make certain 
revelations, one of greater power would 
disclose greater ones. 
But this is not in 
every sense true, for the increase of the 
power is not,for all purposes in astronomy, 
the greatest aid to research. 
However, 
twenty years later, when Mr. Lick had 
communed w ith men of pract 
il and 
scientific 
experience in 
telescopy, 
he 
gained new ideas concerning astronomical 
progress. 
Ife had not abandoned his spec­ 
ulations concerning a great instrument, 
and wealth falling to his lot lie directed 
that the construction of an instrument 
more powerful than any then known should 
be entered upon. 
Still we do not think 
that it hits been shown th at he looked for­ 
ward with broad intelligence to the real 
possibilities ofsuch an instrument. 
He 
laid down no details of construction ; he 
had one special idea that the possession of 
great wealth enabled him to gratify, to 
w it: the construction of “ a telescope of 
greater power than any yet made.” 
He 
did not indicate that lie had any definite 
end in view beyond the setting up of an 
instrument that should belittle all others 
anil by reason of its jHjwcr aid astronomical 
study. 
Had he been clearer in mind as to 
what the world of science needed, he would 
unquestionably have made larger provis­ 
ion for the equipping of the observatory 
and have secured it more liberal support 
than it can have by his bequest. 
Still, when all this is said, it remains 
that Jam es Lick was the instrum ent for 
accomplishing a great work, and of con­ 
tributing means to astronomical research 
that entitles his name to be forever inter­ 
laced with the history of astronomy and 
the most advanced schemes of education. 
It may lie th at we do him an injustice, and 
that in his soul this eccentric and reserved 
old man saw clearly and fully realized the 
great usefulness of his gift, and that he 
was doing that for science which would 
advance it so greatly upon the path of 
progress th at countless generations after 
him would bless him for his benefaction. 
Be that as it may, the observatory his 
thought and means erected, has now been 
given over to the care of the State of his 
adoption. 
Upon the summit of Mt. Ham ­ 
ilton lie his bones, beneath the great 
dome where swings the monster instru­ 
ment his fancy pictured and his resolute 
will made possible. 
It is a fitting burial 
place for the man, and the splendid ob­ 
servatory a 
fitting monument 
to 
his 
i memory.

or dangerous sickness prior to the arrival 
of the surgeon or physician, or in other 
cases of great emergencies, and so 
on 
through a long list of special instruction. 
All such schools as Mr. Mills has estab­ 
lished tend to raise the staudard of skilled 
nursing, and thus to lessen the sum of 
hum an 
suffering. 
Such 
benefactions, 
therefore, are in the truest sense humane 
and philanthropic, and are examples of 
the use of wealth in right directions. 
It is 
with not a little local pride that we may 
speak of the founder of the new school for 
nurses cs a Californian.

of which we grow¡sufficient for all the coun­ 
try. 
The next moment, however, it con­ 
sented to omit marble from the free list, as 
also ground plaster of Paris. 
These are 
hut examples of a single day’s inconsist­ 
encies in the fashioning of the bill. 


A THURMAN VOTE. 


Since there has been suclf a “ whoop-up” 
over the nomination of Judge Thurman, 
and he is thrown into contrast with such a 
man as Morton, who came to the aid of 
the Government and secured the floating 
of its bonds when half the world was do­ 
ing its utmost to depieciate our credit, it 
will be worth while to 
inquire how 
Thurm an stood on financial questions. 
In 186!) a bill was introduced in Con­ 
gress 
th at passed by large majorities 
and became a law by President G rant’s 
approval, declaring that the faith of the 
United States was solemnly pledged to the 
payment, in coin or its equivalent, of all 
the greenbacks, as well as of all the bonds 
except those which the laws authorizing 
their issue expressly provided should be 
paid in other money than coin. 
The na­ 
tion approved th at bill. 
National honor 
hinged upon its becoming a law. No other 
act did so much to strengthen the credit of 
the United States. 
In the Senate seventy- 
four Senators voted upon it, all in favor of 
the bill except thirteen ; of these Allen 
G. Thurm an was one. 
Y et that law laid 
the foundation for a fiscal policy that es­ 
tablished the credit of the Government, 
proved the honesty of the U nited States, 
augmented greenback values,advanced the 
market value of the Government’s prom­ 
ises to pay, and made resumption easily 
possible,w ithout a single jar, or a cloud, 
or the slightest overcast of the business 
and financial skies of the country. 
Y et 
against these Mr. Thurman voted, and to 
this day no man has been able to satisfac­ 
torily explain that vote. 


THE REVOLT IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


W ho ev er has observed the manner in 
which Mr. Cleveland’s renomination lias 
been received by his own party must have 
been struck by the lack of enthusiasm it 
lias evoked. There has not been held a 
single ratification meeting in his interest 
of any noteworthy importance, or any spe­ 
cial snap, vigor or sincerity. 
The one 
only thing th at has given birth to “ a bit 
of a shout ” i* Air. Thurm an’s handker­ 
chief. The red bandana has been “whooped 
u p ” for a great deal more than any party 
orifiamme, short of a national emblem, is 
worth, but the shouts for Air.

men. 
He has snubbed iiis party leaders 
on one hand, and bowed superciliously to 
Southern Democratic autocrats on the 
other. 
H e 
has 
not 
had one 
word 
of 
reproach 
for 
the 
infamous 
system th at prevents voters in the South, 
opposed to his party, from expressing their 
will at the ballot-box. 
H e has not had 
the face to offer excuse for the shameful 
violation of the civil service reform prin­ 
ciples to which he pledged himself. 
H e 
has not reproved his appointees for “ offen­ 
sive partisanship.” 
H e lias not manifested 
any sensibility to the appeals of the Pacific 
coa.-t upon the Chinese question, except to 
ask testily why we cannot “ < hristianize 
the Chinaman and make him a good citi­ 
zen?” 
H e has not indicated any desire to 
have Congress propose an amendment to 
the Constitution, as suggested in his first 
letter of acceptance, to prevent the incum­ 
bent of the Presidential office from filling 
it a second time. 
He did not consult his 
party in projecting a tariff' revolutionary 
scheme, but as a dictator forced the party 
following to accept it. 
In fact, it is evi­ 
dent that Air. Cleveland has not popular­ 
ized him self with his party, except per­ 
haps at the South, and that it has been 
conqielled to accept him as its candidate 
in 1888, against the judgm ent and desire 
of the best elements of the party. 


Alt:. Alli.ls, the Texas tariff’man, in the 
House on Thursday asserted that the 
Republican party is in favor of free whisky.

I t will not be at all surprising to wit­ 
ness, early in this campaign, a revival of 
the symbol weaponry of the old Harrison 
and Tyler campaign of 1840—the log 
cabin, hard-cider, coon and Tippecanoe 
emblems and cries.

ing a terrific explosion of gas took place in 
th e building owned by J. H .

724 an d 72»i K street, resulting in a good 
deal of dam age to the wails and causing 
the ttr.ost consternation am ong the occu­ 
pant- ■>: the building, m ost of w hom , at 
th at hour, were women and children. 
T he lower part of the west h alf of the 
building has been unoccupied for som e 
m onths, and yesterday m orning G. D upp 
w en: :here to clean up the place prepara­ 
tory i» 
m oving in. 
Parties residing up­ 
stair- had com plained th at the gas was es- 
capin;; som ewhere, and A. M. Sm ith, the 
plum bt". was sent for and started to find 
the leak. 
H e w ent to a closet under the 
staircase, w here the gas m eter is kept, and 
stru c t a m atch, w hen a trem endous ex­ 
plosion took place, shaking the whole 
building, cracking the walls and knocking 
dow n the plastering. 
It is som ething re­ 
m arkable th at Mr. Sm ith ami M r. H upp 
w ere not both killed. 
As it was, th e plas­ 
tering cauie down upon Mr. D npp in great 
c h u n k c u ttin g his head considerably and 
bruising his body. 
On 
second floor the explosion alm ost 
created a panic. 
T he llames shot up 
through the cracks in th e flooring, burning 
the 
arpet and displacing som e of the 
hoards. 
F ortunately, however, th e build­ 
ing did not take lire. 
The lady w ho keeps 
the lodging-house was alm ost beside h er­ 
self w 'ih fright. 
H er little girl was sick in 
bed and was so badly scared th at she 
jum ped out of bed and ran scream ing 
through th e hall. She could not be in“ 
duced to retu rn to the room even after the 
dang: r was all over. 
T he m ost m iraculous escape, however, 
was :n No. 724, occupied as a variety store 
by M. Stein. Mr. Stein’schildren bad only 
a few m om ents before arisen lrom a bed in 
the back o f the store. 
T he ceiling came 
dow n upon the pillow s in pieces large 
enough to have killed the children in ­ 
stantly ii the explosion had taken place 
w hile they were still in bed. 
As it h ap ­ 
pened no one was injured except Mr. D upp, 
and hi- Injuries w ere not of a serious na­ 
ture.

For many 
yerrs this ''.:st territory remained in the 
undisputed possession o f the stockmen, 
who, durinf the spring and early summer, 
pastured on its grassy 
plains eountless 
nerds of cut tie and Ijprids of sheep. 
AVhen 
the dry 
easou came on, the stock was 
driven t« foothill and mountain pastures., 
and the plains were left to the exclusive 
possessie.n of the lit tie owl and big jack- 
rahhit. 
AGRICtTLTVR ' 1. DEVELOPMENT. 
Rut the dawn c i a new era was at hand. 
The f'rst people v ho undertook to test the 
worth, of the soil of this section for agri­ 
cultural purposes were ridiculed on all 
sides, harassed hv the stockmen in every 
conceivable manner and contemptuously 
designated “ fetnd-lappers.” 
They were, 
however, a persevering class and met with 
more or less 
access with crops, according 
to the season’s rainfall, hut demonstrated 
beyond question tliat, witli a smfficient 
water supply, this seclio 1 was second to 
none in fertility, anti, as a reward for tliei* 
perseverance, the appellation applied in 
derision deserves to l>e perpetuated as one 
of honorable commendation. 


J>Ett IV ATI OX OF “ 76.’’ 
This terra has no significance regarding 
local settlement, as is often inferred. 
In 
early days it was the custom to brand all 
stock for the purpose of identification, and 
various combinations of letters and figures 
were adopted as suited tin 
fancy of the 
proprietor. 
Thomas Fowler, one of the 
pioneer cattle kings, through patriotic mo­ 
tives selected as his brand ‘‘ 76," and it 
soon became familiar in every stock mar­ 
ket and among stock dealers throughout 
California. 
As Fowler’s herds ranged over this ter­ 
ritory during the grassy season it gradu­ 
ally became known as the “ 76 ” country, 
and naturally enough the name attaches to 
the canal and other industries and enter­ 
prises local to the section. 


BRINGING IN WATER. 
It being shown that water was the one 
and only thing needful to make this sec­ 
tion one of the richest in the world, a syn­ 
dicate of capitalists engaged in a gigantic 
scheme to irrigate an area of 30,000 acres 
of this land, and in dune, 1382, incorpor­ 
ated under the title of 
THE “ 7 6 ” LAND AND WATER COMPANY 
They liegan work on their ditch at once 
and pushed it with such vigor that it was 
completed to Traver early in the season of 
1884. 
This great canal takes its supply of 
water from King’s river, in the foothills of 
the Sierras, about twenty-five m iles north­ 
east of the city of Fresno, and from the 
l«)int of diversion to Button-willow creek, 
a distance of fifteen miles, the canal is 100 
feet wide on the bottom, with banks to 
carry a stream of water four feet deep. 
T he side slopes of the canal are two feet 
horizontal to one foot vertical measure­ 
ment, giving a surface w idth of water, 
when running at its full capacity, of 116 
feet; or, a cross-section would show a vol­ 
ume of four feet by 108 feet. 
From But­ 
ton-willow creek to the town o f Traver an 
arm of the canal, known as the railroad 
branch, is constructed, which has a width 
of sixty feet feet on the bottom, with side 
slopes of two feet on one. 
Of lateral canals 
the most important are the Seventy-six 
Bottom (where King’s river emerges fronA 
the hills'), the Wahtokc Peninsula, the 
Sm ith’s Ferrv and the Stokes Valley; all, 
in turn, tapped by numerous distributing 
ditches, finished and in the course of con­ 
struction. 
It is not easy to estimate the 
mileage of main 
laterals and smaller 
ditches, as they arc taing extended con­ 
stantly, and what would be nn approximate 
m ileage at present would be wide of the 
mark a few months hence. 
When entirely 
completed, considering the capacity of the 
main canal and the extensive supply of 
water afibrded by King’s river, the whole 
system, with the many leaders, will not 
fall much short of an aggregate of 500 
miles. 
The source of the 76 canal is higher up 
on King’s river than any other, and the 
supply is almost unlim ited. 
The railroad 
branch carries to the town o f Traver 1,300 
cubic feet a second, and a supply of that 
magnitude will irrigate 203,000" acres of 
land per annum, making 10,400 tract, of 
twenty acres each, demonstrated in the 
Fresno colonies to be capable of yielding 
a comfortable living for a fam ily of five 
persons on each tract, or homes for an ag­ 
gregate imputation of 52,000 souls, aside 
from those occupied by the professions and 
trades, necessarily a part of such a com­ 
munity. 
• 
VARIETY OF SOII-s. 
The soils in the vicinity are represented 
by four separate and distinct classes, viz.: 
The white alkali, white ash, red hogwal- 
low and red plain. 
It is unfortunate that 
the first-named should all be concentrated, 
and lie in close proxim ity to tin railroad 
'rack and about the townsite, for as it is 
in its natural state practically worthless, It 
gives the casual observer a very erroneous 
impression about die land generally in the 
locality. 
It poses in. its conspicuousness as 
represent».tive of 
the section, 
hut in 
reality 
-it 
constitutes 
such 
a 
small 
percentage ot the cultivable area as not to 
tie worthy of mention but for the position 
it occupies. 
The white ash is identical w ith (¿at of 
the now celebrated Fresco colonies that 
has proven so admirably adapted for irri­ 
gation and ti:e production o f raisins aud 
fruit. 
It rejK-escnts a considerable portion 
of the land to 'he southeast,east and north­ 
east of the town for a distant e of several 
miles, but all within the irrigable district 
.of the .76 canal. 
The r -maimn^c lands are about equally 
•divided between the two last classes, the 
•exceeding fertility and friability of whic.i 
have been so often described in these col­ 
umns as t« make i-petitiou here nnneces- 
sary. 
THE WUE.I T SHI PMC NTs’. 
T he snndiapper devoted his attention 
mainly 
to wheat-growing, vdiich 
still 
continues 
to 
be 
the 
staple 
product, 
although 
sooner 
or 
later 
it 
must 
inevitably give way 
to that 
superior 
industry, the cultivation of horticultural 
products. 
In I88G. the surplus wheat 
shipped by rail from Traver, as shown by 
the railroad books, amounted to 37,214,517 
pounds, and for the seasoa following, 84,­ 
407,100 pounds, or over 2,027.00o bushels 
lor lite past two years. 
This, in addition 
to that hold on speculation, the cousuxup- 
iion by local mills, and that reserved for 
seed. 
It is claimed by local authority, 
that investigated the subject, that for tac 
year 1887 the wheat shipm ents from Traver 
exceeded that from any other railroad 
station in the U nited States. 


COMPARATIVE USE OF LAND. 
True enough, the lands in this country 
produce immense yields oi‘ nil kinds of 
cereals. 
Rut when such laud is utilized 
only lor wheat-growing, even though the 
props be exceptional, it is not put to the ) 


so for which if is best adapted, and the 
artner who does so m ight w ell be com ­ 
pared to * man who, owning a team of 
■85.000 thoroughbred trotters, used them 
only fi>r plowing and common drudgery, 
whereas, if their higher qualities were 
made full use of, the result would be corre­ 
spondingly greater, and at the same tim e 
w ith a less wear on the investment. 
If an acre of this land w ill produce a 
net income of 840 per acre when sown to 
alfalfa, or from $100 to 8300 per acre from 
fruit or vines (and it w ill), is not the 
owner plowing w ith 
the thoroughbred 
team, when he realizes only a matter of $5 
net per acre from his wheat ? 


WHAT CAN BE DONE WITH FRUIT. 
The reader will recollect that barclv 
four years have elapsed since the introduc­ 
tion of water, yet this time is amply suf­ 
ficient to show the value of the land for 
pur]«oses other than that of wheat-growing. 
C. V,’. E lliott came here four years ago. 
and located on 120 acres, about four m iles 
northeast of town. 
lie has sixty acres in 
alfalfa from three years old down to that 
sown this spring. 
Last year, including old 
and young fields, his alfalfa netted him a 
fraction over $32 per acre. 
From the 
oldest fields 1.e cut tour crops, at an aver­ 
age expense of two dollars per acre for 
each cutting, irrigation included. 
T his 
year the yield from all that sown prior to 
last wi uter will average over eight tons to 
the acre, two crops having already beeu 
gathered. 
In starting his vineyard and orchard, 
Mr. E lliott used no water whatever the 
first season, and did not k>sc a single vine 
or tree. 
Last year the grapes from some 
of the best raisin vines weighed 120 pounds 
to the cine, and the entire vineyard aver­ 
aged over fifty pounds to the vine. 
In the 
orchard is grown every variety of fruit, 
and peach trees thinned in the spring till 
the fruit literally covered the ground, are 
now so loaded with ripening fruit that t he 
branches are breaking under excessive 
weight, 
l'rotn a one-year-old Bartlett 
pear tree, allowed to bear without thinning 
the fruit, to see what it would do, there 
was gathered twenty pounds of ripe pears, 
one spcciment of which fruit weighed one 
pound two and one-half ounces. 


HOW STRAWBERRIES GROW. 
Mr. E lliott replied in answer to a ques­ 
tion concerning a strawberry patch twelve 
feet wide and 
150 
feet long: 
“ You 
would think I did not tell the truth 
if 1 was to tell what that patch actually 
produces.” 
[T he rows are three feet apart 
and tlie plants one foot apart in the row.] 
“ Besides what we used and gave away to 
onr neighbors, those I sold brought $12 50, 
and we did not sell near so many as we 
used.” 
Even at that rate the returns 
would amount to between $600 and $700 
per acre. 


FOR GENERAL INFORMATION. 
Mr. E lliott said : “ This year 1 aui keep­ 
ing an exact account of all the yields and 
returns from each kind of friiit. 
From 
seven hearing apricot trees I sold 1,470 
pounds of green fruit for $29 40, and have 
200 pounds of dried apricots yet unsold, 
and which are quoted to-day in San Fran­ 
cisco Si(«J12 cents jobbing. 
But selling for 
only at «5 cent.- would make the gross re­ 
ceipts for the year, $39 40, or $606 96 per 
acre. 
Allow ing one-lialf for expenses, 
would afford a net profit of over $300 per 
acre. 
This yield is not exceptional or unusual, 
hut T h a t could be reasonably expected 
from any number of aeres a man saw fit to 
plant and care for. 
The peach trees and 
apricot trees are planted in rows twenty 
feet apart each way, or 108 trees to the 
acre. 
1 he peaches tin- year will average 
250 pounds to the tree. Mr. E lliott bought 
his land in 1883 for $5 per acre, and re­ 
cently declined with thanks an offer of 
$100 per acre. 


A. E. m’LANAHAN 
I/Ocated three m iles to the east in 1883. 
French prunes one year old, planted on his 
jvlace last season, made a growth of twelve 
feet, and peach trees planted in 1884, 
twenty feet apart, made such a growth that 
the branches touched each other in every 
way the third seasou. 
From these trees 
he had all the fruit that could he used 
during harvest, the second year after 
planting. 
The first year the land was 
flooded, some of it three limes and some of 
it four times, since which not a single drop 
has been put on, the natural rainfall and 
thorough cultivation keeping the ground 
sufficiently moist.
